INVALIDATED. 


Venice Issue Is Declined by 
Los Angeles Brokers. 


Error in Advertisement Will 


Delay School Opening. 


Great Annual Ball, 


VENICE, June 17.—School  of- 
ficials were crestfalleh today when 
they learned that the bidders on the 
$60,000 school bonds would probably 
turn them down because of an error 
in the advertisement of the bonds 
printed in a local newspaper. The 
plan to get three schoolhouses built in 
time for the reopening of school in 
September is now hopeless, and 
more than 750 pupils will be clamor- 
ing for admission into Venice's one 
grammar school when school fre- 
opens. 

In the reading of the proof of the 
advertisement of the bonds the proof- 
reader failed to catch the inadvertent 
substitution of a “4” for a “3,” and 
the combination “49 went through 
instead of “39,"" and was printed for 
four weeks. The copy was passed 
upon amd received the O.K. of the 
School Board, City Attorney, District 
Attorney, County Superintendent of 
Schools and Board of Supervisors. 
The buyefs of the bonds, represented 
by Attorney Milligan of Los Angeles, 
discovered the error today, and in- 
formed the local board that, because 
of the error, the bonds could not be 
considered legal, and that the pro- 
ceedings would have to be ne 
through again, necessitating a de 
of at least six weeks. This delay will 
prevent the erection of the buildings 
in time for the reopening of schoo! 
op September 23. 

Dr. W. M. Kendall, president of the 
School Board, went to Los Angeles 
today to make an appeal to the buy- 
ers to pay into the treasury the $60,- 
000, so that the work of building the 
schools could proceed, the error of 
the types in the advertisement to be 
corrected as soon as possible. But 
the buyers were obstinate on this 
point, and they want a new resolu- 


tion and the advertisement 
reprin correctly. 
As the premium offered for the 


bonds was but $2600, and the in- 
terest is but 4% per cent., it is 
hinted that the brokers are hesitat- 
ing more because of the low rate of 
interest than the technicality of the 
error.

Pitiful Scene at Trial of 
“Blonde Burglar.” 
Girl-on-the-Roof Gets Fou 
Fears at Whittier. 


First Juvenile Hearings at 
New Detention Home. 


Judge Wilbur of the Juvenile Court 
took his court to the delinquent giris 
at the new Detention Home yester- 
day, instead of having the girls 
paraded through streets and public 
buildings to the regular courtroom. 

tt was all very informal, all very
